The issuance of a building permit does not authorize the installation of mechanical work
such as plumbing, electrical or HVAC, which requires a separate permit.

The issuance of granting of a permit or approval of plans and specifications shall not be
construed to be a permit for, or an approval of, any violations of any provisions of the
Minnesota Building Code or City of Duluth Unified Development Chapter. No permit
presuming to give authority to violate or cancel the provisions of the above code shall be
valid, except insofar as the work or use it authorizes if lawful.

The issuance of a permit based upon plans and specifications shall not prevent the Building
Official from thereafter requireing the correction of errors in said plans and specifications or
from prevention building operations being carried on thereunder when in violation of this
Code or of any other ordinance of the city. Deviation from the approved plan requires prior
approval from Construction Services and Inspections.

Every permit issued by the Building Official under the provisions of the above Code shall
expire by limitation and become null and void, if the building or work authorized by such
permit is not commenced within 180 days from the date of such permit, or if the building or
work authorized by such permit is suspended or abandoned at any time after the work is
commenced for a period of 180 days.
